Why Hog Prices 
Must Remain High 


Prior to the outbreak of the war 
Great Britain took practically all the 
surplus hams and bacon produced by 
Denmark, Holland, Ireland, Canada and 
the United States. The total amount 
imported in 1913 was 664,000,000 
pounds, In addition to the animal fats 
supplied through the medium of hams 
and bacon, Great Britain consumed 
large quantities of vegetable oils, es- 
pecially olive oil. These were supplied 
chiefly by Italy, Greece and Asia Min- 
or. 


At the present time the number of 
hogs slaughtered in Denmark is forty 
per cent less than it was in 1913, and 
the average weight of these is less 
than seventy-five per cent of the 
weight of those killed prior to the war; 
consequently, measured in pounds, the 
output of bacon in Denmark has been 
cut in two, and the bulk of this is re- 
quired for home consumption. At the 
present moment the Danish govern- 
ment is seriously considering the ad- 
Visability of prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of pork altogether. 

Holland has now little to spare, and 
the supply from Ireland is reduced by 
one-half, 

The supply of vegetable oils is also 
almost entirely cut off. Italy and 
Greece have little to spare, and Tur- 
key and Asia Minor are controlled by 
the enemy. 

The Argentine, Australia and New 
Zealand are not pork producing coun- 
tries. In addition to this they are too 
far distant to permit of their contri- 
buting much to the meat supply of the 
allies while the war lasts, because of 
the scarcity of ships to transport it. 

To Canada and to the United States, 
Great Britain looks for a supply suffi- 
cient to cover the shortage in the im- 
ports from other countries; but the 
supply in Canada in 1917 is twenty-sey- 
en per cent less than it was in 1916. 
Consequently it looks as if the burden 
must fall upon the Wnited States alone 
unless the Canadian farmer mends his 
ways. So urgent is the need for meat 
that Lord Rhondda has reduced the 
meat ration of men and women engag- 
ed in hard outdoor labor to two pounds 
per week, or four and a half ounces 
per day, and he has notified them that 
unless they limit themselves to that 
amount voluntarily the entire country 
will be put on rations, and the limita- 
tion will be made compulsory, The al- 
lowance to those engaged in ‘ office 
work is even less. 

Think of it: Englishmen, who are 
classed among the heaviest meat eat- 


ers in tha warld wadueadtafour ind 
& half ounces per day. 


The hog population of Canada is 
three and a half million, The ghkort- 
age in France alone is three million. 
With a shortage in Europe of thirty- 
three million hogs, and with men and 
women in Great Britain limited to four 
and a half ounces of meat per day (in- 
cluding weight of bone) how long will 
it take the world to put itself in a posi- 
tion to supply its normal requirements? 
And how long will it take Europe to 
make good the thirty-three million 
shortage? Can prices drop seriously 
before both of these are done? 

Many will ask: ‘How do we kiow 
that we will get a fair share of the 
prices that will rule while this short- 
age is being made good, and how do 
we know that the packers will not ap- 
propriate the profits to themselves, 
leaving the farmers to work for noth- 
ing? 

It must be admitted that there is 
justice in such a question. That we are 
fully protected cannot be claimed. As 
proot that we are better protected than 
we ever were before, we have to offer 
the assurance of the Food Controller 
that the profits of the packers will be 
limited to two per cent. Any profits 
in excess of this will be commandeered 
by the government and applied in dis 
charge of the public debt. Also, the 
Food Controller of the United States 
has assured the swine growers of that 
country that he will do his utmost to 
keep hog prices above fifteen cents 
per pound. As the American market 
is open to Canadian swine growers, the 
producers of this country have this se- 
curity in addition to what is offered by 
the Dominion. This is at least a long 
step in advance of anything that has 
ever been guaranteed to the farmers 
in the past. 

It is often contended that the pack- 
ers are guaranteed a profit, while the 
farmers are not, This is a mistake, The 
packers are not guaranteed any pro- 
fit whatever, Their profits are limited 
to two per cent; the profits of the 
farmers are not limited at all, 


THE FARMER AND 
THE SOLDIER. 


An Alberta farmer was recently 
heard to say: “No more swine grow- 
ing for me. I raised forty head last 
year and I could have sold the grain 
for $200.00 more than I got for the 
hogs, because of the buyers’ strike last 
week. I got caught once, and | know 
when I've got enough.” 

But suppose the soldier reasoned 
the same way and said: “No more 
fighting for me. I was in Cambrai last 
week and got hurt. I've been hit once 
and know when I've got enough.” 

The soldier who undertook to act on 
that kind of reasoning would be taken 
out and shot, because he is expected 
to forget himself and to suffer and, if 
need be, die for his country. The far- 
mer in question felt no duty resting on 
him, yet his philosophy acted upon in 
a large way igs just as likely to cause 
us tO lose this war as would that of 
the soldier, In the language of “The 


Country Gentleman"—there is a ‘fifty 
fifty obligation’ resting on all of us. 
That of the soldier is fighting; that of 
the general public i producing and 
saving what is needed to keep the sol- 
dier in fighting condition, 


A DAY OF PRAYER. 


Sunday, Jan. 6th has been fixed by 
proclamation as a special day of pray- 
er throughout the dominions. The 
proclamation cites the following mes- 
sage from the King: 

“To My People-—The world-wide 
struggle for the triumph of right and 
liberty is entering upon its last and 
most difficult phase. The enemy is 
striving by desperate assawit and 
subtle intrigue to perpetuate the 
wrongs already committed and stem 
the tide of a free civilization. We have 
yet to complete the great task to 
which more than three years ago we 
dedicated ourselves. : 

“At such a time I would call upon 
you to devote a special day of prayer 
that we may have the clear-sighted- 
ness and strength necessary to the 
victory of our cause. This victory 
will be gained only if we steadfastly 
remember the responsibility which 
rests upon us and in a spirit of rev- 
erent obedience ask the blessing of 
Almighty God upon our endeavors. 
With hearts grateful for the Divine 
guidance, which has led us so far to- 
wards our goal, let us seek to be en- 
lightened in our understanding, and 
fortified in our courage in facing the 
sacrifices we may yet have to make 
before our work is done. I, therefore, 
hereby appoint January 6, the first 
Sunday of the year, to be set aside 
as a special day of prayer and thanks- 
giving in all the churches throughout 
my dominions, and require that this

ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Alberta Farm Loan 
Act, 


War connitions and unforseen devel- 
ments incident thereto have prompted 
the Provincial government to make a 
statement of the situation withrespect 
to the operation of the Farm Loan 
Act, 

The Act was passed in Ayril last 
and the matter of bringing it into op- 
eration has been constantly before the 
Government, It will be remembered 
that up to that time the United States 
had not entered the war and that the 

mearican market was then open to 
the woria for bo. rowlog purpescs— As 
soon, however, as the United States 
joined the Allies, her markets were 
closed to outside borrowers with the 
result that our souree of supply-one 
from which in recent years a substan- 
stial portein of our borrowings had 
been received-was cut off, There re- 
mained only the Canadian market and 
it is hardly necessary to add that the 
large requirements of the Dominion 
governments for war purposes pre- 
elude our borrowing in that quarter at 
arate low enough to make the plan a 
suceess, 

The main principle of the Farm 
Loan Act involves the borrowing and 
the re-leaning of money witha percen- 
tage added to cover administiation 
cgarges, and it will be seen that to in- 
sure effective results @ continuous sup- 
ply of money ata reasonable rate of 
interest is essential, The Government 
has, therefore, determined that in the 
interest of the farmers themselves, the 
present is not an apportune time to 
commence the loaning of money un 
der the farm loan Act, and it has been 
decided to postpone its operation until |

Maurice Maeterlinck on the Subject | 
of Death 

Maurice Maeterlinck in “The Light 
Beyond,” says this of death: 

“It is surprising tha the idea of 
death which should be the most per- 
fect and the most luminous of ideas 
—being the most persistent and the 
most inevitable- -remains the flimsi- 
est and the only one that is a lag- 
gard * * * To fathom its abysses, we 
wait until the most enfeebled, the 
most disordered moments of our life 
arrive. We do not begin to think of 
death until we have no longer the 
strength, I will not say, to think, but 
even to breathe, * * * Let us learn 
to look upon death as it is in itselt, 
free from the horrors of matter and 
stripped of the terrors of the imagi- 
nation. Let us first get rid of all 
that goes before and docs not be- 
long to it. Thus we impute to it 
the tortures of the last illness, and 
that is not just. IlInesses have 
nothing in common with that which 
ends them. ‘They form part of life, 
and not of death. We. really for- 
get the most cruel sufferings that re- 
store us to health, and the first sun 
of convalescence destroys the most 
unbearable memories of the cham- 
ber of pain. But let death come, and 
at once we overwhelm it with all the 
evil done before it, Not a tear but 
is remembered and used as a_ re- 
proach, not a cry of pain but_ be- 
comes a cry of accusation, Death 
alone bears the weight of the errors 
of nature or the ignorance of science 
that have uselessly prolonged tor- 
ments in whose name we curse be- 
cause it puts a termination to them,

In order to secure an increased production of baeon in Alberta, the 
Provincial Government is buying grade brood sews, which will be seld te 
farmers at prices prevailing at time of delivery, with one dollar addad for 
service fee, These animals are being pgrchased at current priees in the stock 
yards and the packing plants in Rdmonton and Calgary. Especial care is ex- 
ercised to select animals of good length and depth. Giowthy but under- 
finished animals are the kind chosen. These will be bred between December 
20th and January 10th, and repeated, if necessary, between January 11th and 
February Ist, All animals that repeat a second time, also all that fail te 
come in season at all, will be discarded because of the lateness or uncertainty 
of the time when they will farrow.

The Value of Skimmed Milk’ 


In Some Cases More Valuable Than 
Whole Milk 


Many people do not know the 
value of skimmed milk While it has 
no fat which 1s removed in creamy 
yet it has all the protein contents, 
and*as pro‘cin is absolutely neces-
